Modern science believes that the 
curative value of the sun lies in the 
chemical reaction of the sun’s rays 
upon certain substances within the 
body. This reaction prevents those 
ailments we regard as vitamin de­ 
ficiency diseases, such as rickets. 
It Increases the resistance of the 
body to disease 
it hastens recov­ 
ery from infectious dtsord< r» such 
as tuberculosis, influenza and other 
respiratory discases. 
Value of Sun's Rays 
In addition, tile sun’s rays help 
strengthen the muscles of the body. 
They aid digestion and stimulate 
the appetitie. 
In short, a feeling of 
well 
being 
is 
commonly 
exper­ 
ienced by persons dally exposed to 
sun. 
Personally, I enjoy the sun 
and feel better when I have oppor­ 
tunity for regular sunbaths. 
W ithin the past decade, sunshine 
has been advised for infants as a 
preventive measure against many 
of the common discuses of child­ 
hood. 
The sunbath may be 'given 
to Hie infant as early as the third 
or fourth week. Of course, extreme 
care m ust be taken against too 
much sun. 
After the baby has ob­ 
tained the protective coat of tan it 
may remain in the sun for longer 
periods, provided the head and eyes 
I are protected against the heat and 
i glare. 
Consult your doctor about 
sun baths for your child. 
He will 
adviso you as to the frequency and 
It nuth of time the baby should be 
exposed.
